Washington Hull, managing architect 
«if the Clark mansion, had thick, curly 
hair when the work began; he is now 
gray. 
Tin* trouble for Senator Clark a n i 
his architects began when the Maine 
and New Hampshire Granite company 
gave notice of an advance on contract 
price. 
Tho firm had agreed to supply 
tin* white granite for the walls f »r 
$200, OOO. 
The quarry people suddenly 
demanded $<550,000. claiming that al­ 
terations and additions to the plans 
for the mansion made the demand on­ 
ly fair.
